Approval by 13 business, professional 
and civic organizations of a Central At- 
lanta Plan looking to the day when the 
city will have a million population comes 
mone too soon. At the present rate of 
growth, that figure will be reached much 
sooner than anyone anticipated a decade 
azo. 
: The plan itself was prepared by the 
Metropolitan Planning Commission after 
many months of exhaustive study. It 
contains the practical ideas of profes- 
sional city planners who hope Atlanta 
can avoid the mistakes made by so many 
other cities during their growth periods. 

Implementation of the plan will cost 
a lot of money. But only through spend- 
ing it can the growth be sustained and 
the downtown area be spared the deadly 
blight that already has hit certain areas. 
This blight will spread unless determined 
efforts are made to prevent it. 

Perhaps the most important of all the 
plan's proposals has to do with redevelop- 
ment of the ring of slum areas surround- 
ing the downtown section. These areas 
form a wall that tends to imprison down- 
town and prevents outward development. 
Unless they are erased, the city’s future 
business growth must be more and more 
outside this wall. 

If there is any question about the ef- 
fectiveness of the plan it could be pointed 
out that lack of planning in past years 
makes it necessary to undertake these ex- 
pensive projects today. It brings up the 
natural question, too, of whether it is 
actually conservative. Most of our plan- 
ning of the last two decades has become 
outmoded before being put into effect. 

More sidewalk capacity to take care of 
more people, more street capacity and 
parking facilities, more transit vehicles, 
more convention space—more of every- 
thing—must be provided. Intelligent han- 
dling of traffic through more use of tran- 
sit, perimeter routes and expressways, 
fringe parking and shuttle buses are in 
line with future needs. 

Atlanta is wise to look ahead in order 
to assure its future. And along with it, 
cooperative planning of development of 
the entire metropolitan area is needed. In 
that connection, it is encouraging to see 
plans for extending water mains in North 
Fulton from Roswell, including Alpha- 
Tretta. 

Without planning and a determined 


attempt to stay abreast of demand, At- - 


lanta’s growth will be limited. With plan- 
ning, the city’s future seems to be un- 
limited. 


Adlai Is Right Again:

With extremists vocally violent and 
poles apart, it does become, as Adlai 
Stevenson s0 properly says, extremely 
difficult to “fill the role of mediator for 
uniting this nation.” 


But, he continues, it becomes more 
and more important that it be filled. 


“The hope that I could fill that role,” 
he declared in an interview in south 
Georgia with The Constitution’s M. L. 
St. John, “is the only satisfaction I get 
out of seeking the presidency again.” 

Unity of the North and South on the 
racial problem, unity of the Democratic 
Party and of the free world are his 
themes.

More Money Is Given 
For Poultry Research 


An extra $238,000 has been earmarked 
for poultry research facilities on the 
campus of the University of Georgia in 
Athens, according to an announcement 
by Gov. Marvin. Griffin. 

The grant supplements the $100,000 
appropriated by the General Assembly 
for research during the year by the poul- 
try department at the College of Agricul- 
ture. It makes possible the construction 
of a new building on the campus for 


' intensive study of the cause and cure 


of poultry diseases and inquiries into 
methods of making this important seg- 


ment of the state’s economy more prof- 
itable. 

Promotion of ‘poultry raising has made 
Georgia the number one producer of 
broilers in the nation. This relatively new 
industry has brought. prosperity to any 
number of once depressed areas and is 
responsible for. the addition of many mil- 
lions of new dollars to the state’s farm 
income. My 

The governor’s grant is a wise invest- 
ment, one that will protect a flourishing 
and well-established industry and en- 
courage it to even further expansion. 


Long County Complaints 


Deserve Investigation 


The group of Long County citizens 
who are demanding a state investigation 
of reported widespread violations of state 
laws in the county deserve wholehearted 
cooperation. If lawlessness exists on 
the scale they are charging, it certainly 
deserves to be investigated. 

Members of the Long County Good 
Government League, the group apparent- 
ly is entirely sincere. The fact that they 
must call upon the state for help is an 
indication they feel it is now beyond lo- 
cal control. 

Such situations are not new in Geor- 
gia. The Liberty County cleanup attempt 
is all too recent; in fact, the attempt is 
still going on. 

The people ultimately are responsible 
for such situations and for cleaning them 
up. The fact that they can be cleaned 
up is being proved at Tallapoosa in Haral- 
son County. Here the citizens took ac- 
tion before budding lawless elements 
had gotten completely out of hand. 

The case of Phenix City in Alabama 
proves another point. For many years 
an apathetic, cowed and terrorized citi- 
zenry permitted organized vice and crime 
to become stronger. Lawless elements 
took over the town and the people found 
themselves helpless. 

If Phenix City is to stay out of the 
clutches of organized crime in the fu- 
ture, its citizens must accept their re- 
sponsibilities. 

The voters, in the last analysis, have 
the means to keep such elements out of 
power. Failure to exercise such power 
is a condemnation of their judgment and 
of their citizenship. This is a particularly 
apt reminder at this time when local elec- 
tions are being held all over the state. 
The best weapon is the ballot box. 

Evidently the people of Long County 
are concerned. The Good Government 
League is calling on the state for help 
and such help as is possible should be 
forthcoming. They must remember, 
though, that prevention of a recurrence 
is within their own power.

Atom-Powered Aircraft 
May Be Built in State 


Georgians are gratified at the news 
that Lockheed and the Air Force soon will 
establish at Dawsonville a project to de- 
velop nuclear-powered aircraft. 

Not only will the project be an eco- 
nomic asset of importance, but it also well 
may give the state the distinction of 
achieving the first atomic-powered flight. 

The company announced last year that 
it planned to move its design studies for 
nuclear-powered aircraft to Marietta. 
Since that time it has been known that a 
site for an unannounced purpose was 
being sought. 

The extent of the development is still 
unknown but that it will involve expen- 


, diture of considerable sums of money and 


employment of additional people is cer- 
tain. And since apparently it will be a 
privately owned facility by Lockheed as- 
sures us once more that this splendid 
concern expects to be in Georgia perma- 
nently. 

The company only recently announced 
that it had let preliminary design con- 
tracts for an engineering building and 
laboratory adjacent to the present plant at 
Marietta. This indicated that Lockheed 
plans to be in Georgia for a long, long 
time. 

Lockheed and Georgia get along well 
together and Georgia workers have proved 
they can build airplanes as well and as 
economically as those anywhere else. The 
combination surely could build the na- 
tion’s first atomic-powered aircraft.

To the Rapidly-Increasing Aged Population 


Gadsden, Ala. — May I reach 
out through the medium of your 
newspaper to express an idea that 
has come to me recently? 

It concerns homes for the aged, 
those who are about to retire and 
find themselves homeless; that 
ever-increasing army of old people 
who have spent their working 
years helping to build our great 
country to its high standards of 
living and through no fault of their 
own find themselves homeless. 


But we can't boast of the world's 
highest standard of living so long 
as a great percentage of our old 
people die homeless and in com- 
parative poverty. 

We have millions of acres of sur- 
plus land (the U.S. government has 
at least 400 million). 

So my idea is for the govern- 
ment to use this land or buy suit- 
able land in five-acre tracts and 
establish ‘Retirement Villages,’’ 
miniature farms of one or two 
acres depending on the quality and 
value of the land.

The South Must Steer Clear 
Of Third-Party Movements 


The trend of events in the segregation question has aroused new 


talk of a third major political party in recent months. 


However, it 


is unlikely that the South will bolt from the Democratic Party. Rather, 
the Southern states will do most of their battling within the party 
ranks between now and next November. 


Georgia's Gov. Marvin Griffin 
has poured cold water on the idea 
of a third party, made up principal- 
ly of Southerners. He specifically 
points out that Southerners can find 
no haven within the Republican 
Party if they expect to preserve 
their way of life; neither can they 
expect to throw much. weight 
around as a third party—a minor 
unit which could do no more than 
swing a balance of power between 
Democratic and Republican 
parties, 

The third-party idea already has 
been tried in past years. It has 
accomplished little of value, either 
politically or economically. The 
third party was considered a ‘‘sore- 
head” organization rather than a 
major factor in national politics. 

Southern Democrats hold many 
key positions in Congress. They are 
in position to speak from experi- 
ence and with a great deal of au- 
thority. Put them in a third party 
and they will lose their savor and 
their influence. It is better that 
the Southern Democrats stay 
where they belong and fight for 
what they think is right within their 
party's ranks.

SALISBURY, Md.—Turn a map 
of the United States sideways, fac- 
ing the Atlantic, and you will see 
opposite Wash- acts a 
ington a hump- :

dinosaur. Folks 
call it variously 
Del-Mar-Va, the 
Delmarva  Pen- 
insula and the 4 
Eastern Shore. 
It is called Del- i 
Mar-Va_ because 
it includes. al- 
most all of Delaware, more than 
a third of Maryland and two coun- 
ties in Virginia. 
peninsula because it is. Eastern 
Shore comes from the fact that 
the rest of Maryland is to the west. 

The eye of this peninsula shaped 
like a dinosaur is at Wilmington, 
Del., just above where the Chesa- 
peake and Delaware Canal crosses 
the neck. The tail is at Cape 
Charles, Va., the tip being at a 
jumping-off place called . Kipto- 
peke. From Wilmington to Kipto- 
peke is 200 miles. 

Ocean surf washes the back of 
the dinosaur. The Chesapeake Bay 
bathes the underside. 

Salisbury (pop., 15,541) is about 
the center. It is the county seat 
of Wicomico County. In the Indian 
language, Wicomico means Yao- 
comico. When John Smith visited 
the place in 1608 he wrote it Wigh- 
cocomico. 

On the opposite shore of the bay 
is the site of St. Mary’s where 
the colony of Maryland was 
founded. 

It all started when Sir George 
Calvert got a grant from the king 
to colonize in Newfoundland, 
Among the nobility George Cal- 
vert was known as Lord Balti- 
more. His lady made a certain 
kind of cake famous.

“Can you explain to me, he 
asked with a candid and transpar- 
ent sincerity, “why there are 50 
many churches and why members 
of one group criticize those who do 
not share their points of empha- 
sis?”

I warmed up to the youth’s con- 
cern for questions which long ago 
I, too, asked and I did my best to 
point out the varieties of religious 
experience on the foundation of a 
common spiritual heritage and tra- 
dition.

A report on how the Soviets have 
stepped up their propaganda in the 
short span of three months has 
just been prepared for the United 
States Information Agency by G. 
Huntington Damon, an assistant 
director and its top Near Eastern 
expert. Through a trip, from which 
he has just returned from Cairo 
to Amman and then to Damascus, 
Beirut, Baghdad, Teheran and An- 
kara, Mr. Damon got a firsthand 
view of Russian ‘public relations.’’ 


No wonder U.S. officials are 
anxious and uneasy. Here is what 
Mr. Damon found: 


The Soviets have established two 
Communist-line publishing houses 
in the Egyptian capital. 

They have flooded Iran with 
Persian books on ballet, literature, 
children’s stories and the like. 


They have nourished an indig-. 
enous Syrian press which controls 
at least two newspapers. 


Perhaps the most smoothly-co- 
ordinated of all is Russia's roving 
technical mission, which so far has 
moved in on Lebanon, Syria and 
Egypt. The mission is a first-class 
example of coordinated play be- 
tween Soviet diplomats, tech- 
nicians, propaganda experts and 
Russian shippers.

At his news conference, the 
President hinted that he might 
sign the controversial farm _ bill 
which is now before a_ joint 
House-Senate conference commit- 
tee and which hitherto has been 
the subject of heavy criticism 
from the administration. 


Estes Kefauver is be- 
ginning to haunt the Republican Party high com- 
mand, though for somewhat different reasons than 
he haunts most leaders in his-own Democratic Part 
his nomination as candidate for president. 


Lebanese president, the Soviet am- 
bassador expressed his country’s 
great interest in Lebanon’s need 
for technical aid and industriali- 
zation. He held forth the promise

Once this would have been a discouragingly old 
age to me. Today, however, I see no reason at all to consider

In the days that preceded the Masters, there was considerable 
warmth among the old pros—this is merely a figure of speech— 
for Demaret is a man who must be contended with this year. This 
seemed a rather large order for a man who wasn’t here a year 
ago, and who had been run off the circuit for a spell by some ail- 
ment that hospitalized him. 

I remembered, too, the Sunday morning tn the clubhouse last 
year, while Middlecoff and Jack Burke waited for the final round. 
Burke had had a wire that morning from Demaret and he told 
Middlecoff about the gay air that prevailed in it. 

“Where is he?’’ Middlecoff asked. 

‘“‘He’s fishing down off Port Aransas,” Burke said.

I remember that I thought at the time how far away Port 
Aransas, Tex., seemed from the Masters for a man who had won 
it three times.

That was a particularly critical time for Demaret, for it was 
feared he was a very sick man, It turned out he wasn’t. He missed 
only three months of competition, and the comeback this winter 
has been notable without sensation. 

“This ought to be your year,” Back White, the Mississippi 
pro, said to him on the green, ‘‘ageless James Newton.”’ 

“I’m not ready yet,”’ said the joshing James Newton. “I need 
another year of seasoning.” 

“Truth is,”” Demaret said later, ‘‘I wasn’t off long enough to 
hurt my game. I didn’t have much trouble getting back in tune. 
The main thing about getting ready for this tournament is get- 
ting your nerves in shape. 

“It’s a different kind of course today than we’re used to, The 
rain slows it up. You can play it bolder with your irons. Most of 
the time the main problem is getting close enough to get down in 
two.

J. Pearsall, the chairman, read 
the report in the presence of the 
committee’s other six members. 


Gov. Luther Hodges was not 
present for the reading, but 
Pearsall made it clear the gov- 
ernor had accepted the report 
and supported it wholeheartedly. 


Immediate action is needed, the 
report said, because “racial ten- 
sions are mounting in North 
Carolina every day.”’ The situa- 
tion is ‘“‘very dangerous”’ and “‘it 
could become a dreadful situa- 
tion quickly,’”’ it added. 

The report said the committee 
was unanimous in the opinion 
that the people of the state “‘will 


not support mixed schools” and 
expressed the belief that if the 
schools: were integrated the Leg- 
islature would “withhold support 
to a degree that the result would 
certainly be the ruin and eventual 


abandonment of the public 
schools.”’

Bridal Parties and

April showers bring plans for brides. And that means new 
ideas for refreshments are in order. 

Whether you're entertaining with a luncheon or a simple 
dessert party the thrill of serving something different is well 
worth the effort it takes. 

The joy of these suggestions is that very little effort is 
actually required. Pretty colors, unusual flavors and gay gar- 
nishes take the place of complicated preparation. 

The shower cake that carries its own umbrellas is a good 
example of elegant simplicity. The cake can be made from a 
mix or this easy-to-follow recipe. Decorate the top with tiny 
paper umbrellas and small candy flowers. 


APRIL SHOWERS CAKE 


3 cups sifted enriched flour 2 cups sugar 

3 tsps. baking powder . 1 cup milk 

1 tsp. salt 1% tsps. vanilla extract 

1 cup shortening 6 egg whites, stiffly beaten 
1. Sift together flour, baking powder and salt. 2. Cream to- 

gether shortening and sugar until light end fluffy. 3. Add flour 

mixture to creamed mixture alternately with milk and vanilla 

extract. 4. Fold in stiffly beaten egg whites. Blend well. Pour 

into two greased paper-lined 9-inch layer pans. 5. Bake in mod- 

erate oven (350 degrees) 35 minutes. 6. When cool, frost with 

Fluffy Frosting and decorate. 


FLUFFY FROSTING 


2 egg whites, unbeaten 1 tsp. light corn sirup 
1% cups sugar Dash salt 
5 thsps. cold water 1 tsp, vanilla extract 
1. Combine egg whites, sugar, water, corn sirup and salt in 
top of double boiler and mix thoroughly. 2. Place over rapidly 
boiling water and beat constantly with rotary beater until mix- 
ture will hold a peak (about seven minutes). Remove from heat. 
3. Add vanilla extract and beat until well blended. Cool. 4. A 
small quantity of the frosting may be tinted with a few drops 
of food coloring and used for decoration. ’ 
These meringues hold a promise to delight all of your guests. 
Take your egg beater in hand soon and have some real fun 
making these peach melba meringues. 


PEACH MELBA MERINGUE 


MERINGUE: TOPPING: 

4 egg whites 6 cooked peach halves, drained 
% tsp. vinegar 1 package frozen raspberries 

1 tsp. vanilla (1 to 2 cups) 

% tsp. salt 1 tsp. cornstarch 


lcup sugar 
% cup rolled oats 
1. Add vinegar, vanilla and salt to egg whites. 2. Beat to a 
stiff foam. 3. Add sugar very gradually, about a tablespoon at a 
time, beating well after each addition. 4. Continue beating until 
mixture stands in lustrous peaks.

circle on the paper. 8. Five mounds make a nice-sized meringue. 
(Leave the center hollow and be sure the edges of the spoonfuls 
touch so meringue will hold together.) 9. Bake in a very slow 
oven (275 degrees) 45 minutes to one hour. Cool for a few min- 
utes, then remove from paper. 

10. Place a peach half on top of each meringue. 11. Pour 
thickened raspberry sauce (made by stirring cornstarch into de- 
frosted raspberries and heating until thickened, stirring occa- 
sionally) over peach halves. Serve immediately.
